arrangement. As it appears from the evidence 
that Bush was silied on the 18th of September 
last, it follows that ycu must find that toe con 

spiracy against him, whaiever may , have been 
its charecter, was formed on or before tha 

day. It has not been attempted 
on the part of the defence to 
contradict the evidence offered by the govern - 
meut to prove that Bush was a colored man, or 
that he wasa c'tizen of the United States, or a 
lawfully qualified voter of A:ken county, or a 
member of the pelitical party which on or. bout 
the 15th of Ssptember last put Small’ in nomi-

It is claimed on the part of the govern- 
ment that the process of the law was used only 
as & pretext, and that the real purpose of tne 
parties wastocarry into eff ct a covspiracy 
which had already been formed by them or some 
of them agains. Bush. 5 This jis the precise ques- 
tion whi h you are called upod to determine, . 
and you are compelled to determine it upoa 
circum‘ tantial evidence alone. That kina of 
evidence, if full and complete, is as convincing 
as that which is called direct, but to warrant 
a cufivicion upon said evidence alone 
the circumstances proven must uot enly be 
consistent with the theory of the guilt of the 
defendants, but they must be entirely incon- 
sisten* with any other rational coaciusion. To 
cenvict under this indictmeut it is not neces- 
sary to find that the conspiracy charged was 
formed against Bush alone. It is sufficient if 
it is made to appear to your satisfaction that he 
was ipciuded among persons actually co spired 
against; neither is it necessary that he snould 
have been mentioned by name in the agree- 
ment or mutual uoderstanding of the con- 
spirators. It is sufficient if you find 
that the conspiracy was formed against a 
Class which {ncluded him, and that in the ex- 
ecution of the common purpose it was actually 
carried inte effect againat bim. 

Each member of a conspiracy is responsible 
persoualiy for the acts of eyery member thereof 
done in furtherance of its illegal purpose. 
whether he himeelf was present or not. il 
follows that the acts aud deciarations of one oi 
the conspirators while actualiy engageu in 
giviug effect to the common purpose may be 
given in evidence against his conspiraters. Hay- 
ing a common purpose, the act and declare tion 
of one while carrying that purpore into effect are 
the acts aud declarations of ail, but wolated 
acts of violence by individuais who may have 
been engaged in the conspiracy, cannot be used 
againet the others, unless it appears that (ney 
were done in furtherance of the commun pur- 
pose. All are bound by them if they resulted 
from original unlawiul agreement between the 
parties toaccomplisn by their conceried action 
the proposed result. All who were present when 
the acts of violence, which are relied upon as ev 
idence of COuwspiracy in this case were committed 
may not have been conspirators. It is possible 
that some may have supposed that the whole 
object of the assemblage w. s to suppress a riot 
and preserve the peace; others, who were in 
fact the conspirators, may have taken advantage 
of the ofcasion to carry iheir unlawful purposes 
into effect. Whether this was sv or not, is for 
you to determine, and in order that justice mey 
be done and the guilty punished, while the 
innocent escape, the law permits you to so 
fr.me your verdict as to accompiish that end 
it may be, 

First—Guilty as to all upon ali the counts. 

Second—Not guilty as to all upon all the 
counts.. ' 
Third—Guilty as to some, upon all, the counts 
and not guilty as to others. 

Fourzth—Gui ty as to some, upon one or more 
of the counts, and not guilty as to the others 
The burden of proof, gentiemen, is upon the 
government. It isa wise maxim of the law in 
‘favor of life and liberty, that every man is pre- 
sumed to be innocent until he is proved guilty, 
and this presumption isto continue with you 
sitting as jurors until it has 
been overcome by the tesiimony beyond 
a reasOnabie doubt, but a reasouabie doubt is 
something more than a captious doubt, a mere 
vague nution that po sibly the accused may be 
innocent. It must be a doubi for which a reason 
may be assigned. it need not bea reason suf- 
ficient to convince another, but must be such 
as may proper y influeuce the mind of one who 
is houestiy endeavoring to perform bis solemn 
duty asa juro’, and now, iu conclusion, gentie- 
men, we say to you that both the government 
and the defendants are entitlea tv 
the independent judgment of each one of you 
upon the issues presented for your considera 
tion. It is sometimes the case that jurots agree 
that the vote of a majority or some ether num. 
ber less than the whole shail be adopted as the 
verdict to be returned. Such an arrangement 
is uotin accordance with the requirements oi 
the law. Each of you must find the verdict he 
agrees to upon his own oath,and no one has the 
right to shift the responsibility of his final action 
from hisow: conscience to that of one or more 
of his fellows. You may be ccnvinced by 
his reasons, but you ought not to 
put yourself in a position to become bound by 
his persona! yote. It is your duty to consult 
toy ether. ta compare your recollections of the 
testimony, to consider carefally among your- 
se ves the bearings it has up»n the facts to b’ 
(stablished, and to harmonize your views, i 
possible, but your verdict should be im accora- 
ance with your own deliberate judgments. 

A single word more. It has been argued be 
fore you that thisisa political trial and that 
the prowcution has been instituted and 
carried on for political purposes = alone 
Such arguments, geotiemen, shoul 
have no influence with you. The case to youe 
and to the court aiso is political only in the 
sense that it grows out of an alleged offense 
against the political rigbts of a citizen of the 
United States secured to him by the national 
constitution. That a number of citizens of the 
United States have been killed there cin be no 
question, but that is pot enough to enable the 
government cf the United States to interfer 
for their proteciion under the corstitution. 
That duty belongs to the state alone, but when 
an unlawful combination ,is made to interfere 
with any of the rights,of national citizenship, 
secured to . ftizers of the United S:ates by the 
national constitution, then an offsnse is com” 
mitted agaiust the laws of tbe 
United States, and itis not only 
the right, but the absolute duty of the national 
government tointerfere andafford to its citi- 
zens that protection whioh every good govern- 
ment is bound to give. The case asa! eged in 
this indictment is such as can, and you as citi- 
zens are bound to lift yourselves above the 
political arena, and render your verdict regard- 
leas of popular clamor or partizan excitement. 
The statute which is to-day invoked for the 
punishment of an offense against a colored 
man, may tc-morrow be used for the protection

THE REMONETIZATION OF SILVER 


W asHIxeton, May 29.—An intimate 
friend of the president had a long ta k 
with him last evening on the subject of 
his policy.and the present attituie of 
the administration. Mr. Hayes is very 
hopeful as to the future. He does not 
commit himeelf o.. the subject of par- 
ties, and ho to make an administra- 
tion that will meet with the support of 
the best men of both. He will sdvo 
cate before congress the remonetiztion 
vf silver. Secretary Ev«rts’ speech 
in New York before the chamber of 
commerce, in which he advocates a 
bimetallic standard was only made after 


every one of the points made by Sec- 
retary Evarts were official statements 
of the policy of the administration. 
On the subject of our diplomatic ana 
consular service abroad he enumerates 
very distinctly what will be the policy 
of the government. First, 
AS TO CONSULATES, 


he intends to appoint only business 
men. Politicians are not to be consid- 
ered. Business qualitications alone 
shall decide on questions of appbdint~ 
ment, so that candidates will be taken 
from both parties. For promient 
copsu'ates, such as Paris, London, and 
Liverpool, only wel!-known and prom~ 
inent business men. will be selected. 
An effort will be made to get sore of 
the leading merchants of New York, 
who are specially familiar with foreign 
commerce to fill these places. Our 
commercial interests at these citits is 
so great that the president is very anx- 
ious to secure higher business talent to 
look after them. These places will, in 
all probability, be offered to men who 
would never condescend to ask for 
them. Itis the president’s intention, 
further, to establish a thorough sys- 
tem, corresponding in its features to

THE DIPLOMATIC SERVICE, 

the president does not intend to af ply 
civil service rules. He recognizes the 
fact that diplomatic positions are 
mainly honorary ones, and ‘tends 
therefore to use them to pay political 
debts witu.

Lonpon, June 1.—A special dispatch 
from Vienna to the seccnd edition of 
the Daily Telegraph says on the czar’s 
arrival at Ploesti a council of war will 
be held, and on the seventh instant 
orders are to be given for crossing the 
Danube at Ibrai! and Tarnu Nigueril. 
An important demonctration under 
Prince Charles wiil be made from 
Kalafat. 

The Telegraph’s Orsova dispatch 
gives the following details concerning 
the peace rumors: It is believed by 
many weil informed people at Bucha. 
rest that the Kussians are somewhat 
anxicus to negotiate through Berlin 
for some arrangement that would ob- 
viate the necessity of crossing the 
Danube, haying convinced themselves 
that the enterprise is fraught with sac- 
rifice, and that the result is altogether 
doubtful.

The Grip of Hard Times in California. 


The attention of the public has been 
attracted several times to the extraor- 
dinary falling off in the clearings of the 
San Francisco clearing house for the 
weeks of the present year compared to 
the transactions of the corresponding 
week of last year. Most of this de- 
cline (over 40 percent) was properly 
attributed to the collapse of the great 
mining bubble of California consequent 
upon the failures of the Bonanza mines 
But it seems that there is a deadly 
worm at the root of {the tree of proe- 
perity in California. That worm isthe 
drouth, and not only are the crops of 
that wo derful state a dead failure, bat 
the flocks and herds are dyingin many 
places for want of water and grass. 
A letter from San Francisco says 
that we of the east can 
have no conception of the terrible 
condition of things which is now pre- 
vailing all along the Pacific coast. The 
community is suffering from a compli- 
cation of disorders. The great mining 
bubble has burst and has carried ruin 
literally into every household, for men 
aud women and even the servants were 
speculators in mining stocks. Thou- 
sands of proud families who supposed 
themselves rich but a few months ago 
are now penniless and hunting for 
means to make a livelihood. Whole 
com munities are poverty stricken and 
don’t know what to do nor which way 
to turn. Added to these afflictions is 
the severe drouth which is prevailing. 
Cattle and sheep are dying by the 
thousands for want of water and grass. 
They cannot be soid for any sum and 
the vast tracts of land which 
have long been held in large ranches 
and farms will passinto other hands as 
the present proprietors are bankrupts. 
San Francisco property is as much 
depressed as country property, and 
either can now be purchased for one- 
tenth of their value for cash. The suf- 
fering of the people is intolerable and 
impossible to be borne much longer 
and thourands are moving out of the 
state, some to Arizona and others to 
Oregon. Southern California is de- 
scribed as a palpitating ash heap, and 
the Sonoma, Sacramento and Sonora 
valleys are burnt to acrisp. There is 
no grass, and one ranch man was com- 
pelled to xill his 25,000 sheep for their 
pelts as they could not be fed. 


ORIENTAL RICHES. 


Treasures in the Constantinople Se- 
ragiio. 

Mr. C. W. Stoddard writes a- follows 
to the San Francisco Chronicle: 

‘Let us drop in atthe seraglio. The 
tongue of Stamboul is thrust into the 
midst of the waters of the Golden Horn, 
the Bosphorus and sea of Marmore. 
It is an oblong hill crowed with white 
walls, domes and minarets, and hedged 
about with groves of black, funereal 
cypresses. Here stands the ‘seraglio, 
which was for fifteen centuries the 
abiding place of the Ottoman emperors. 
It is now used only on state ocvasions, 
and the palace, the courts and the in- 
numerable tenements that cover the 
promontory—the ground plan of the 
seraglio is nearly three miles in cir- 
caumference—are battered, dusty and 
out of repair, The sublime porte is 


sublime. The buildings that cluster 
about the several courts have not, 
for the most part, the slightest 
pretension to architectural beauty 
or even dignity. The second court 1s 
flanked by a row of nine kitchens, 
looking very much like nine limekilns. 
They are domed, but without chimneye, 
so the smoks passes out through a hole 
in the roof. Here the sultan and his 
court consumed annually 40,000 oxen, 
and there were daily brought to the 
table 200 sheep, 200 lambs, 10 calves, 
200 heus, 200 pairs of puliets, 100 pairs 
of pigeons and 50 green geese, The 
late sultan Ab-dul-Aziz was accustomed 
to feed his family as bountifully, and 
still he was not happy. In tne stables 
by the water side a thousa~d horses 
were formeriy stalled; and among the 
cannon that sweep the sea and the 
mouth of the Bosphorus is one huge 
old fellow at whose hoarse voice 
Babylon surrendered to Sultan Mu-~ 
rad. The chief attraction of the 
ssraglio is the treasury. Here, ina 
chamber by no means large, is gath- 
ered treasure, such as one reads in the 
tales of the gem. The actual value of 
this store of jewels is almost beyond 
conception. Each sultan seeks to ex- 
ceed his predecessor in the richness of

JUNE—THOUGH (8 FORTHE MONTH 

‘Corn will receive its last plowing 
this month and be laid by. Then the 
farmer's chief attention should be di- 
rected to pushing the cotton crop by 
frequent and rapid cultivation—now 
being the time, as every faimer knows, 
when the weed must be made. 

But we would particularly urge at this 
time the extensive planting of peas, 
both for hay and stock feed. Apropos of 
this an inteiligent correspordent pre 
sents some very timely suggestions on 
this subject. Here is our best and 
safest reliance for supplementing any 
defic'encies in stock jood from short 
grain crops. Put all the oat stubble 
in peas and follow this with another 
crop of oats. No course reclaims land 
so quick and so effectually as a succes- 
sion for several years of peas and oats. 
The cow pea we believe is to prove a 
great boon to the South. The auxilliary 
food crops for both man and beast, 
if not previously attended to 
should be looked after this month— 
such as German millet, fodder-corn, 
sorghum and sweet potatoes. These 
may all be very seasonably planted 
during June. The advantages and im- 
portance uf these crops, and the details 
of planting them, have been so thor- 
oughly discussed heretofore that we 
will not repeat them, but simply urge 
every farmer to put as much land ashe 
possibly can in each one of these crops, 
avd after this is done look over your 
patch again and see if you cannot find a 
small rich spot, where you may have 
another patch either of fodder-corn or 
sweet potatoes. 


Tue experience of the past is that 
good crops almost invariably succeed a 
droughtin May. The roots go deep 
into the ground in search of moisture, 
whereas if a wet season prevails during | a 
the early growth of the plants, their 
roota cume near the surface-, and a 
succeeding drought finds them without 
adequate resources upon which they 
may draw for supplies, and they are 
consequently blighted and dwarfed. 


We beg the farmes not to despond of 
the cotton crop because of the drouth. 
A large cotton planter (Gen. Henderson 
ot Newton cegnty) informs us that 
the cotton plant hae sustained no injury 
yet from the dry weather. He takesa 
very hopeful view of a drougth at this 
season, a8 we are more likely to have 
rains in July and August when they 
will bemore opportune and promote 
heavy fruiting of the plant.

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nd success in the growth of pea-vine 
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I raised thirty.two stacks of the size 
described belew on five acres of land. 
In September, 1875, after turning 
reen sod on this portion of the oat 

moa a good stand of volunteer oats 
came up, which were cut at the close of 
the wet week last June. Un the first of | b 
July the land was ploughed twice; three 
bushels of peas acre sowed and 
covered with Shares’ coulter harrow. 

On common sizea stack poles 12} 
feet long I cut notches in opposite di- 
rections five feet trom the bottom end 
of the pole allowing two feet to in 
the ground; then two and a hali feet 
above these. two other similar notches 
and again at the same distance two 
others, making three sets 
of sotches with flat shoulders 
at the bottom of the notch. The vines 
were cut when the earliest peas were 
about two-thiris grown and stacked 
as cut or on the same day. They were 
thrown up loose with @ long-bandled, 
steel-tooth fork. On the first notches, 
poles two inches in diameter and five 
and a half feet long and flattened in 
the centre, were nailed—forming a 
cross. On the ends of cross poles 
pieces of equal strength were fastened 
forming arquare. Cross pieces were 
nailed on as above as the vines were 
thrown up, keepingthe stack round, 
which was topped off with crab grass 
hay. The hay was hauled out in Jan- 
uary ixst after the saow,and not one 
armfuit of moulded or damaged 
vines wasin the lot. Twenty-two of 
the stacks grew on three acres. I did 
not weigh it,but am satisfied three tons 
were grown per acre. This was the 
second crop from the same land. 
In ploughing in my peas I[ covered 
up the second crop of volunteer oats— 
as fine a prospect as I have ever seen— 
which from appearance I judged would 
have made fifty bushels or more to the 
acre. I willsowin peas again, which 
will be three crops each year, two of 
which were vo unteers. There are four 
poin's to be observed in growing and 
saving pea vine hay. In this latitude 
sow alter lst of May and you evasle 
spring insects. Sow two to three bushels 
per acre — varying according to strength 
of land—which will prevent grass and 
weeds from choking the peas out, and 
will cause the main vine to be smaller 
and more tender. Out while in the act 
of making peas, say when the largest 
are two-thirds grown, which 
revents the leaves from shedding off 
rom heavy dews, and the hay or vines 
are not so hard and woody, but more 
nutritions and healthy for stock. Hay 
really contains more strength when cut 
and saved inthis way. Now, sir, after 
having sowed one hundred acres of 
clover in four years, of which | save, 
perhaps, eight acres for hay, tue most 
of which is the finest I have ever seen 
this side of Virginia, I am ready to 
say, without fear of successtul contra- 
diction, thatin this part of the state, 
and further south, the pea-vine is 
far preierable. I have some 
years raised as much as sixty large 
wagon loads of it. 
I beiieve the deficiency of the grain 
or stock food crops can be more easily 
supplied by fall oats and peavine hay, 
and at much less cost than by any 
other plan yet suggested. Pea-vine 
hay, wherever cut, will increase the 
production ot the land fur next crop 
25 per cent. As above saved my st ck 
reatly prefer it t» clover, and I be- 
ieve it 1s better forthem. I have sub 
stituted barley, which affords winter 
and early spring grazing for clover i. 
summer, and greatly preier it.

TRANSPORTING MILK. 

Every one knowns how rapidly milk 
will curdle and churn into batter dur- 
ing transportation, and this has long 
been a ditficulty in supplying city con- 
sumers with fresh milk from the coun- 
try. Immense mil’ trains are sent 
daily into New York and other citses of 
the north from farms contiguous to or 
not distant from the cities; but latterly 
experiments have been made by send- 
ing milk from a distance in cans pressed 
full of milk,and the ex periments proved 
successiul. A can is filled level ful of 
milk, and the top, which is concave, is 
serewed on tightly, thus forcing down 
the milk and preventing shaking 
during transportation. Milk may 
thus be sent several hundred miles by 
rail, and when the can is opened the 
cream has risen at thetopasif the milk 
had been in a stationary pan. - lx, 


MOUOCES 


There can be nodoubt that moles are 
very destructive to vegetables and crops 
of all kinds, but science and experience 
both advise that it is not by eating the 
vegetation, but simply by injuring the 
roots of planis by rembling among 
them in sea‘ch for animal food; They cosy 
are depredators nevertheless ; for if, in 
their perambulations after animal food, 
they break and otherwise injure tht 
roots, and thereby kill the plants, they 
might as well have killed the plant by 
eating the roots, as most people seem 
to think they do. 

At a recent meeting of the American 
Institute Farmers’ clup in New York 
the question of the babits of the mole 
was being discussed, when, at the re- 
quest of the president of the c'ub, “a 
report of some interesting ex periments 
recently made in the grounds attached 
to the school of S-. Reaney, France, as 
to the useful qualities of the common 
mole was made,” 

The sum and substance «f this 
was that on the 23d of July a mole 
was placed in a piece of shrubb -ry and 
was given wornils and gruba for food. 
in four days he ate 432 wornils and 
250 grubs. Another mole was p 
on the 7th of August in a large wooden 
box, and in twelve days he ate 450 
-grubs and 872 wornils, From,time to 

time vegetable matter, such as was 
b lieved to be his usual fool, was placed 
before him, but he never ‘touched it 
except to make his bed upen it. A 
third, which had lost a f »otia a trap,ate 
150 wornils on the first day. Iii is now 
irgued,from the results.o these ex per- 
iments, that the devastations in thesoi) 
sommitted by the mole are unore than 
counterbalanced by hia destruction of 
10xivus insecis. 

Dr. Trimble, who is always pleased 
co bear the result of actual experi- 
ments, says that he has cut open and 
examined agreat many moles, but has 
never found that they eat -nything but 
insects. He expiained that the wornils 
mentioned in the report are the ordi- 
-arv ground worm.—News and Cou

JUNE—THOUGH tS FORTHE MONTH 

‘Corn will receive its last plowing 
this month and pe laid by. Then the 
farmer’s chief attention should be di- 
rected to pushing the cotton crop by 
frequent and rapid cultivation—now 
being the time, as every faimer knows, 
when the weed must be made. 

But we would particularly urge at this 
time the extensive planting of peas, 
both for hay and stock feed. Apropos of 
this an inteiligent correspordent pre 
sents some very timely suggestions on 
this subject. Here is our best and 
safest reliance for supplementing any 
defic'encies in stock iood from short 
grain crops. Put all the oat stubble 
in peas and folluw this with another 
crop of oats. No course reclaims land 
so quick and so effectually as a succes- 
sion for several years of peas and oats. 
The cow pea we believe is to prove a 
great boon to the South. The auxilliary 
food crops for both man and beast, 
if not previously attended to 
should be looked after this month— 
such as German millet, fodder-corn, 
sorghum and sweet potatoes. These 
may all be very seasonably planted 
during June. The advantages and im- 
portance uf these crops, and the details 
of planting them, have been so thor- 
oughly discussed heretofore that we 
will not repeat them, but simply urge 
every farmer to put as much land ashe 
possibly can in each one of these crops, 
avd after this is done look over your 
patch again and see if you cannot find a 
small rich spot, where you may have 
another patch either of fodder-corn or 
sweet potatoes. 


Tue experience of the past is that 
good crops almost invariably succeed a 
droughtin May. The roots go deep 
intv the ground in search of moisture, 
whereas if a wet season prevails during | a 
the early growth of the plants, their 
roots cume near the surface, and a 
succeeding drought finds them without 
adequate resources upon which they 
may draw for supplies, and they are 
consequently blighted and dwarfed. 


We beg the farmes not to despond of 
the cotton crop because of the drouth. 
A large cotton planter (Gen. Henderson 
ot Newton cegnty) informs us that 
the cotton plant hae sustaived no injury 
yet from the dry weather. He takesa 
very hopeful view of a drougth at this 
season, a8 we are more likely to have 
rains in July and August when they 
will bexmore opportune and promote 
heavy fruiting of the plant. In 1868 
there was no rain in his section from 
the llth of May to the 8th of 
July. His first cotton bloom 
wai On the 14th of July. But notwith- 
standing this, extraordinary fine crops 
of cotton were made that year—his 
own averaging eleven hundred pounds 
of seed cotton per acre. 

Captain Montgomery, of Madison 
county,a p’ominent grain and grass 
growing farmer, makes some valuable 
suggestions on raising peavine hay, and 
gives a new method of curing it,

If a clayey soil, 
such application would be particularly 
beneficial to the land, and effective as 
a fertilizer; but on land of any charac- 
ter whatever, if repeated two or three 
years, it would prove the best means 
of permanently enriching the soil, 
except that of turning under green 
crops. If the sil is not moderately 
fertile, it will require a liberal applica- 
tion for imimédiate results. A little} 
lime gprinkled on the leaves, after 
depositing them in _ the  fur- 
row, would prove an _é advan- 
ge by hastening decomposition; 
orasmall quantity of green cottor 
ed put in with the leaves, would 
ender then mxch more effective as a 
ertilizer by supplying nitrogen in 
hich the ieaf mould is deficient, But 
enough of the latter is applied in the 
manner suggested, it will make good 
orn or any other crop.

How to Raise and f ave It.

I raised thirty~two stacks of the ‘size 
described belcw on five acres of land. 
In September, 1875, after turning 
the green sod on this portion of the oat 
caaaa ¢ a good stand of volunteer oats 
came up, which were cut at the close of 
the wet week last June. Un the first of 
July the land was ploughed twice; three 
bushels of peas acre sowed and 
covered with Shares’ coulter harrow. 

On common sisea stack poles 12} 
feet long I cut notches in opposite di- 
rections five feet trom the bottom end 
of the pole allowing two feet to in 
the ground; then two and a hali feet 
above these. two other similar notches 
and again at the same distance two 
others, making three sets 
of notches with flat shoulders; 
at the bottom of the notch. The vines 
were cut when the earliest peas were 
about two-thiris grown and stacked 
as cut or on the same day. They were 
thrown up loose with a long-bandled, 
steel-tooth fork. On the first notches, 
poles two inches in diameter and five 
and a half feet iong and flattened in 
the centre, were nailed—forming a 
cross. On the ends of cross poles 
pieces of equal strength were fastened 
forming arquare. Cross pieces were 
nailed on as above as the vines were 
thrown up, keepingthe stack round, 
which was topped off with crab grass 
hay. The hay was hauled out in Jan- 
uary lust afterthe saow,and not one 
armful of moulded or damaged 
vines wasin the lot. Twenty-two of 
the stacks grew on three acres. I did 
not weigh it,but am satisfied three tons 
were er per acre. This was the 
second crop from the same land. 

In ploughing in my peas I covered 
up the second crop of volunteer oats— 
as fine a prospect as I have ever seen— 
which from appearance I judged would 
have made fifty bushels or more to the 
acre. I willsowin peas again, which 
will be three crops each year, two of 
which were vo unteers. There are four 
poin's to be observed in growing and 
saving pea vine hay. In this latitude 
sow alter lst of May and you evale 
spring insects. Sow two to three bushels 
per acre— varying according to strength 
of land—which will prevent grass and 
weeds from choking the peas out, and 
will cause the main vine to be smaller 
and more tender. Cut while in the act 
of making peas, say when the largest 
are two-thirds grown, which 
revents the leaves from shedding off 
rom heavy dews, and the hay or vines 
are not so hard and woody, but more 
nutritions und healthy for stock. Hay 
really contains more strength when cut 
and saved inthis way. Now, sir, after 
having sowed one bundred acres of 
clover in four years, of which | save, 
perhaps, eight acres for hay, tue most

I believe the deficiency of the grain 
or stock food crops can be more easily 
supplied by fall oats and peavine hay, 
and at much less cost than by any 
other plan yet suggested. Pea-vine 
hay, wherever cut, will increase the 
production ot the land fur next crop 
25 per cent. As above saved my stick 
reatly prefer it t» clover, and I be- 
ieve itis betterforthem. Ihave sub 
stituted barley, which affords winter 
and early spring grazing for clover i. 
summer, and greatty preier it.

TRANSPORTING MILK. 


Every one knowns how rapidly milk 
will curdle and churn into batter dur- 
ing transportation, and this has long 
been a ditliculty in supplying city con- 
sumers with fresh miik from the coun- 
try. Immense mil’ trains are sent 
daily into New York and other cities of 
the north from farms contiguous to or 
not distant from the cities; but latterly 
experiments have been made by send- 
ing milk from a distance in cans pressed 
full of milk,and the experiments proved 
successiul. A can is filled level full of 
milk, and the ops which is concave, is 
screwed on tightly, thus forcing down 
the milk and preventing shaking 
during transportation. Milk may 
thus be sent several huadred miles by 
rail, and when the can is opened the 
cream has risen at the top asif the milk 
had been in astatioaary pan. - Iix, 


MOLES 

There can be nodoubt that moles are 
very destructive to vegetables and crops 
of all kinds, but science and experience 
both advise that it is not by eating the 
vegetation, but simply by injuring the 
roots of planis by rambling among 
them in seach for animal food: They peg 
are depredators nevertheless ; for if, in 
their perambulations after animal food, 
they break and otherwise injure the 
roots, and thereby kill the plants, they 
might as well have killed the plant by 
eating the roots, as most people seem 
to think they do. 

At a recent meeting of the American 
Institute Farmers’ club in New ‘York 
the question of the habits of the mole 
was being discussed, when, at the re- 
quest uf the president of the c'ub, “a 
report of some interesting oxbaritadile 
recently made in the grounds attached 
to the school of S°. Reaney, France, as 
to the useful qualities of the common 
mole was made,”

was that on the 23d of July a mole 
was placed in a piece of shrubb -ry and 
was given wornils and grubs for food. 
in four days he ate 432 wornils and 
250 grubs. Another mole was p

Then with a crowbar or 
like implement, it will be easy to break 
into the heaps, cut them up with a ma- 
chine, and feed exactly as is always 
done in England, in the open field. 

The south will doubtiees, eventually, 
be the great sheep- producing place, 
and there turnips can be grown, and 
consumed by the eheep; but, by im- 
proving the grass land and contriving 
to have food _ pemeras opened to them 
in winter and encouraging the best 
varieties of grass for a perfhanency, 
very little roots of any kind would be 
necessary, as anv quantity of mutton 
and wool may be ‘produced from stimu- 
lation by corn, peas or grain.

Now, where is the remedy for this? Not with 
the judge, for he has the law to enforce? 

Where, then ? 

In this: In providing a home for these vagr \nt 
children. In appearing in court, when the case 
is called, and ridding the vagraut of the crime 
of being homeless by providing it with a home 

NOT A HABD THING TO DO, 

The work of esiablishing such an asylum as 
is suggested is not very serious, 

The first thing to be done 1s to rent a suitable 
house. This can be done for $25 a month. Then 
a matron must be secured; this wi!l cost 
about $12 a month. With $60 per 
month additional (and the contribution 
of provisions that would come in) a dozen 
children could be comfortably supported in the 
home. This would footup a little less than 
$100 a mouth for running expenses. We have 
now in our possession the names of four gentle- 

men of means who will pledge themselves to 
hia $10a month esch for one year to such an 
asylum. and the names of two who will give $5 
per month each for the same time. This is half 
of the whole amount needed. 

It will be an easy matter (with the jassistance 
of the ladies who have already become in er~ 
ested in this work) to secure written guarantees 
of anincome of $150 for t*e space of of one 
year, in which time the matter could have had 
a fair tria’. 

PROVIDING HOMES FOR THE CHILDREN. 

It must be borne ingmind, that few of the 
children who are taken into the home would 
remein there for any length of time. They 
could be readily provided with the proper sort of 
homes, after they had been in the asylum 
awhile. We iearn from Mra. Smith, the 
motherly matron of the Benevolent 
Home, that she has provided as many as 
one hundred girls with homes since she has been 
with the Home. On yesterJay, she had thre, 
applications for servants; Which applications 
ehe could not fill. Three offers of a home have 
already been made for the girl who was taken 
from the convict gang the other day. 

A temporary asylum is ail that is 
needed. On yesterday, a handsome and 
pleasant-faeed country girl reached this city 
on a night train from Greenville, Ala. She 
left Greenville with $10, which was exhausted 
when she reached Atlanta. From eerly day 
until about one o’clock, she went from house to 
house begging for work. Her name she gave as 
Matife Murray. At last she reached a house 
where she was promised atrial. But she sac- 
ceeded where a dozen others have failed. And 
suppose she had failed, and another pight had 
overtaken herin this great city, what. might her 
fate have been? 

A NEW YORK INSTITUTION. 

There is in New York a children’s aid society, 
that began several years ago upon just such av 
bumble scale as we now prorose. It is now 
a@ monster concern, aud supports hund:eds of 
children. Ithas agents all through the west 
who secure homes for the vagrant children witb 

armers Eundreds of chiidren are taken from 
the streets annually and provided with good 
bomes. A record is kept of each child 
that ie sent out, and its course is watched. It 
is astopishing what per centage of these misera 
ble little fellows picked upfout of the gutter 
carry the influence of the association home a!i 
through life with them and become honored and 
useful members ol society. It is also a duty of 
the agents of the asecciation to see that none o! 
the children are maltreated in the new homer 
with which they are provided. 

‘Buch an institution as thie, it is 
in the power of a few good men and women ip 
Atlanta to found—and to such ga vable perfec- 
tion can they bring it. Al) that is necessary is 
to catch the sympathy that is now flashing 
around loose into a definite current. Who will 
‘start the ball ?’’ 

A FEW WORDS ANENT ‘MISS SALLIE,”’ 

A CONSTITUTION reporter called at the benev- 
olent home to see how Miss Sallie was being 
cared for. 

He was met by Mrs. Smith, the most excellent 
matron, with tnese words: “Ido not went you 
to take Sallie away. I am very much ipteresteo 
in ber, and I want you to leave her with me, 
fora while at least. I tnink she is very im 
pressionable, and subject to either good or bad 
influences right now. I hope you will let me 
have her, tor a while at least.”’ 

It appears that Miss Sallie is in an exceedingly 
fair way. She bas had several yisitors, all 
of them bring advice. and many of them some 
thing more substantiel. Early on yesterday 
she w. s sent for by the wife of one of our lead- 
ing ministers, who became interested in her 
welfare. [he lady was so much pleased with 
the child’s appearance that she has ordered her 
sent to her house daily, |where she will learn 
her how to sew, and cut and fit dresses. 
Altogether there is every reason to hope that 
a useful future lies ahead of this girl. To those 
few gentlemen who persist ic remaining skepti- 
cal as to her inclination or power te reform, we

There is nothing 
like taking the poor young things and giving 
them a little kindness and good advice.

The refrigerators are uscful for fruits and 
fresh mca‘’s, but this case can render their 
aVailability for the keeping of green vegetables 
problemati¢a!, as thé trip was madein Untst- 
ally short time—apvout four days’’ All this 
proves that the only way to ship fruit or vege- 
tables is by the Southern Express Company. 

On Stnday next the Express Company will 
put on new and very large cars, each one Capa - 
ble of hauling 20 (00 pounds of fruit. Ove of 
these gars will leave Macon every day during 
the fruit season, and as the run to New York is 
made in about forty-two hours, the people there 
will get the fruit almost as fresh as if just 
picked from the trees.

Leavy 
ing home jat the age of twenty-on: ears, he 
went to Augusta avd read law with the Hon. 
A. J. Miller, who was long a s2nator from 
Richmond district, and president of he body 
Mr. Peeples was admitted to the bar on the 
11th of June, 1839, and located at Gainesvilie, 
then a great fashionabie resort. Here he spent 
five years in close study and practice, and 
made many friends among titre best people of 
the state, who have been his strong personal 
iriends eversince. In 1845, he left Gainesville 
and went to reside in Athens. While living 
and practicing there he was made intendant < f{ 
the city and among the features of his admin- 
istration were the introduction of a system of 
municipal accounts, and o* police; he aiso laid 
the bisis of the preseat fire department, and 
bad buiit the long bridge, and inaugurated the 
movement which gave the city her beautifu! 
Oconee cemetery ,and her town hall, in all of 
wuich labors his most active supporter was the 
great ard lamented Themas KR R Cobb. Mr 
Peeples was sent as sematorfrom Clnaik to the 
legisiature of 1855-56, one of the most celebrated 
bodies that ever met in Georgia. In the senate 
he was on the judiciary committee and of the 
committee on the enlargement and foundation 
of the lunatic asylum, and was maiuoly instru 
mental in getting $110,000 voted for the presen! 
buildings. He aiso championed the scheme of 
the Atlantic and Gulf railroad. 

Judge Peeples married tae daughter of Judge 
Cs baniss, at Forsyth, in Monroe county, In May 
1850, and ia 1857 went to that place to live. 
There he,puilt up a remsr<ably fine practice and 
reputation, and his pame appears in every one 
of the 52 volumes of Georgia supreme court 
reports; Very frequentiyin many of them He 
mover missed a term of that G/irt, aud only 
failed t> attend two terms of the superior court: 
whenever he practiced. During his time in the 
senate he was never absent from rol! call, was 
never intoxicated in his life, and was a stout, 
beloved man of upright walk and habits. He 
was a descendant of the Scotch covenanters who 
came over to Mecklenburg, in North Carolina. 
and gave to #4merica her first declaration of 
independence. His father came from the s" ‘re 
of Prebles (near Edinburgh), which was th 
original family name. 


HIS BIEVATION TO THE BENCH. 

In January 1876, Juige John L Hopkins re- 
tired, by resignation, from the bench of tke 
superior court of the Atlanta circuit. 
Smith, who was ever a careful and shrewd 
judge of men, locking about him for a fit suc- 
coss r of the retiring Jurist, selected Hon. 
Cincinnatus Pe-ples and appointed him judge. 
The appointment was generally approved, and 
two days after receiving his commission Judge 
Peeples began a lung and arduous term of court. 
He iabored with untiring Zeal, and it was due 
largely to his devotfon to duty that heso rap- 
idly undermined his naturally strong constitu- 
tion and became an invalid and a man marked 
for the tomb. | 

HIS HOUSE OF DEATH. 

Yesterday afternoon he was reported as feel- 
ing bet’er, and thore who were nearest io him: 
claimed him to bein an improved condition 
He continued, however, to feel worse as the 
day advanced and at'en last night, con clous 
to the last moment he breathed away his life 
and as good a man as ever lived lay stark and 
cold in death. 

At the hour of writing none of the minuter 
particulars of his dying hour can be had. Nor 
éan the pen of one who knew him lovingiy next 
almost tohis own father dare begin an eulogy 
tothe distinguished worth of this good man, 
eminent jurist and distine uished. citizen. 

The details of the funeral will be arranged by 
his familv to-day. It is not yet decided whether 
his remains shail be buried here or in Forsyta.
